Supt. of County Home Edward Stokes presented the budget for 
the Home and stressed the need for an auxiliary fuel tank as the 
present tank runs low in extreme weather and the servicing company 
could have difficulty delivering oil in some cases. 

Extension Service, Brewster Morrill spoke on the budget and 
the work being done. 

Arthur Gibb Dodge spoke on the report of timber ready for 
selective cutting on the County Farm and will present a copy of the 
report to all members of the delegation. 

Henry Stevens of Wolfeboro and William Woods of Tufton- 
boro, interested members of the audience, spoke on the great assist- 
ance they received from this service. 

A representative on the Mental Health Clinic, Mr. Fahey, spoke 
on their program and answered questions by the delegation. 

The hearing was adjourned and the delegation went into execu- 
tive session at the request of the County Commissioners.

The following is a report of my activities as County Attorney 
for the year 1970. 


During the Spring Term, twenty-six indictments were returned 
by the Grand Jury for Carroll County. Of these, ten resulted in trial 
and all but four were disposed of at the Spring Term. 


In addition to the disposition at the Spring Term of the indict- 
ments, there were also ten misdemeanor appeals disposed of by 
either trial or pleas. 


At the September Term, thirty-nine indictments were returned 
by the Grand Jury, thirteen of which were tried and of the remain- 
ing twenty-six, all but six were disposed of by pleas. In addition, 
nine appeal cases were disposed of. 


The foregoing outlines activities occurring during Spring and 
Fall Terms of the Superior Court. It does not indicate the number 
of times I appeared in the three District Courts within the County 
as representative of the State of New Hampshire. In addition, it 
does not indicate that I appeared during 1970 on twenty-six occa- 
sions in the Superior Court representing out-of-state residents, who 
had made claim under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Sup- 
port Act.

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CARROLL COUNTY SHERIFF'S DEPARTMENT 


As Sheriff of Carroll County, I hereby submit my doings to the 
County Commissioners for the year 1970. 


In addition to the general and routine business of a Sheriff's 


In 1969, I reported to you that it was one of the biggest years 
ever for Law Enforcement in Carroll County; 1970 has surpassed 
that many times over. 


Department, three important elements which are of great personal 
and public concern to everyone have come into such eminence this 
year that it has doubled the workload of my department. 


These three items are: the drug problem, increased court ac- 
tivity and bomb scares. 


Until recently, drugs and bomb scares were unheard of, but 
today it is safe to say that these two alone have taken over one third 
of the manpower and budget of my department. Court used to be 
routine at about three months a year. This year it has been six 
months, with no relief in the near future, in fact probably after an- 
other couple of years it will go over six months’ time. Besides the 
time element for court, I have had to furnish more manpower to 
run the courts, This was due to security reasons for the Justices and 
all involved with the proceedings. I know you have all read about 
Court bombings and threats, so I won't have to go into that now. 
In short, the Courts, as well as increased activity in the aforemen- 
tioned items certainly over-taxed my department this year, but due 
to dedicated Deputy Sheriffs working many times overtime, and on 
their days off, plus the use of part time and special Deputies, I be- 
lieve we have maintained the high type of law enforcement which 
Carroll County is becoming accustomed to, and deserves. 

During 1970 another full-time Deputy was added to the de- 
partment along with a cruiser. This makes six full-time Deputies, 
plus myself and seven County owned cruisers, also one dispatcher 
was added to the radio network. 

Through my budget and the Crime Commission, a new snow 
machine vehicle and trailer has just been delivered to us, This will 
be housed at the Farm and available for all law enforcement officers 
to use. Also through the Crime Commission, up to date cameras and 
first aid equipment were purchased for each man, and the office. 


I am aware, and alarmed, as I know you dedicated people are, 
to rising costs, but I would not be facing realism if I did not face 
the facts before us. Cost of living and wage raises are going to be 
asked for in my 1971 budget to you. My deputies have been doing 
more work than the average law enforcement officer in Carroll Coun- 
ty, but salary-wise, they are from $500 to $1,500 per year lower. 
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Part-time officers for the Court are needed to relieve regular 
Deputies for specialized work. An office clerk would relieve a deputy 
certain number of hours (approximately 40 hours) a week. Added 
dispatching would give us a relief of about 30 hours a week.  In- 
creased costs in insurance (especially false arrest insurance) has risen 
sharply. Approximately $1,600 will be asked to be considered for 
new equipment, with the Crime Commission contributing 60% of 
the total cost. 


It is also felt by many, that a Juvenile officer should be funded 
in Carroll County to work out of the Sheriff's office, but for all the 
towns of the county. The Crime Commission looks very favorably 
to this type of funding, Strafford and Belknap Counties already have 
Drunk complaints 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Delegation for their 
help in the past, and I know you all have had, and will have, Car- 
roll County interest at heart at all times.

1970 


The cooperative nature of Extension means joint direction, con- 
trol and financing. The federal support and supervision comes from 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, through the Federal Extension 
Service, the state support through the University of New Hampshire's 
Cooperative Extension Service, and the local financial support and 
supervision through the county government and the Carroll County 
Cooperative Extension Service Advisory Council. 


The Extension Service has the responsibility for conducting edu- 
cational work in the fields of agriculture, 4-H and other Youth Eco- 
nomics and Forestry. Extension education starts with helping people 
to identify and understand their needs or problems and continues 
with the use of new technology or information to solve them. 


The objectives of the Extension Service are to help people raise 
their level of living and achieve their goal through wise resource 
management, to help people improve their community organizations, 
services and environment, and to help people conserve and effectively 
use natural resources. These are only three of the many objectives 
of the Extension Service. 


The Carroll County Extension agents in carrying out these ob- 
jectives, will work with anyone or any group who expresses a need 
and is willing to learn. Although the agents do not always have the 
answers to a certain problem, they do have a battery of University 
subject matter available for consultation and assistance to local people.
